WHEREAS it is expodiont to consol- 
idate and amend the By-Laws for 
tliD regulation, construction, maintenance 

and repairs of sidewalks, footpaths and 
verandalis witliiu tho City limits. 

Bo it therofovc enacted by the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria, a.s follows: 

1. Tiiai iI- -1 Victoria Footpath and Awn- 
ing By-Law, lb77; the Sidewalk By-Law, 
1879 J tho Victoria Footpath and Awning 
Amendment By-Law, 1880; tho Foot- 
path, Awning Ainciulineut By-Law, 1881, 
bo and the same aro hereby ropo.tlcd, but 
.siioli repeal shall nol prejudice or att'ect 
any proceeding.? pending under tho said 
By-Laws, or any of thoni, or any rights 
or liabilities accrued in respect of them. 

2. Footpaths or aidowalks of a uniform 
grade and with a fall towards tho street 
of not lens titan one -fourth of an inch to 
the foot, shall wiienevur and wherever by 
the Mayor and Council of tho said City 
be deemed neccssai-y or desirable, bo eon- 
stnicted on cacli aide of eacli street within 
the City limits and every footpath or aide- 
walk shall not bo more in mdth than one- 
sixth cf tho street on which it abuts. 

;(! All footpaths or sidewalks shall bo 
graded by tho Mayor and Council at the 
expense of the City whenever such grad- 
ing ia necessary. 

•I. Each footpath or sidewalk within 
tho said City limita shall be made of 
wood, alone flagging, tiles or bricks, or 
such other material as the Street Commit- 
tee may approve of; but each footpath 
or sidowalk shall Ijo iniulo of uniform 
width, material and gradient throughout 
the entire length of tlio block abutting on 
any street. 

5, Footpaths t.r sidewalks already con- 
structed shall, whenever by tho Mayor 
and Council tleemcd necessary, bo altered 
so a.s to conform to tiiia By-Law. 

0. Every sidewalk or footpath in tho 
City of Victoria shall be constructed, al- 
tered and maintained at tho expense of 
tho Corporation. • 

7. Every wooden sidewalk sliall be con- 
atructed of li inch planks, 10 inclies wide 
and uniformly sawn, with bearings of 4x4 
inches, cross bearings where required, 
and cetUvr posts placed on sills 12x12x3 
inches. If tho sidowalk does not exceed 
six feet In "width, it shall have three bear- 
ers; if it exceoils six foot and does not 
exceed eight feet, it shall have four bear- 
ers; if it o-Kcecds ciglit feet and docs not 
exceed ten foot, it shall liave five bearers; 
all such bearers to bo properly braced with 
4xli-inch scantling. All planking shall 
bo nailed with 4^ inch nails, two nails to 
each^'bgarinig; and all posts; sills, and 

. braces flliaU bo properly nailed. Tho heads 
of all nails shall be driven in one-fourth 
of an inch below tlie surface of tlie plank. 
Siibjoct, however, to such alterations as 
tho Mayor and Council shall direct. 

8. That all jiosta or pillars erected on 
any street shall stand in-ecisely at the 
outer edge of tho .sidewalk, and shall liave 
a ring and staple li.ved tlierein fur the 
purpose of securing horses. 

'J. Wliorc any portion of any footpath 
or sidewalk in tho said City may be re- 
quired to be used by any wagoHj Cart, or 
other vehicle for gaining access to any 
promises the sidewalk, if constructed of 
wood, shall bo laid longitudinally of plank 
not leas than three inches thick upon tho 
same level along tho leiiyth of such foot- 
path or sidewalk. 

10. A good and sullicient fence or rail- 
ing of a character, material and in man- 
ner to be approved of by the said Mayor 
and Council or the Street Committee on 
their behalf .shall bo set up, erected, con- 
structed and maintained at the side or 
sides of any footpatli wlien and where by 
tho said Mayor and Council or the Street 
Committee as aforesaid shall from time 
to time be deemed necessary for the safe- 
ty of the public. 

11. No person sh.fill ride or shall drive, 
wheel or draw any wagon, cart, barrow or 
any other vehicle upon or along or across 
any public footpath or sidewalk within 
tho City limits (except hand carriages for 
children), and no person having the charge 
or control of any beast of burden shall 
intentionally cause or permit the same to 
stand or go upon any public footpath or 
sidewalk as aforesaid, or to stand upon 
any street' crossing so .is to obstruct tlio 
same. 

12. No person shall back any wagon, 
cart, dray, or other vehicle against any foot- 
path or sidewalk within tho city limits. 

13. All persons riding or driving alon_ 
tho streets of Victoria, sliall keep on the 
left side of tho street. 

14. That no building materials shall be; 
laid dpwii oa any street or sidowalk with- 
out tho consent of the Council, and all 
such building materiala, as well as collara 
and sowers, in course of conatructiou. on 
or nenr,i\ny public street or thoroughfare 
shall bo so guarded in the night time witlr 
a fence or beacon light, as to prevent s ac 
cidents, to pprsons. or animals. ■ 

15. 1 No person shall place on the streets 
ov sidewalks any barrel, bale, crate or 
anything whatsoever, which in any way 
obstructs tho footpaths or -aidewalkst or 
which may be considered ainuisanco by 
the said Mayor and iCounoil or . Street 
Committee, on their behalf, unless in tho 
ease where packages aro being opened for 
taking the contents into warehouses dur 
ing reasonable hours and all convenient 
spoad shall bo used in removing the 
same and no article .shall be allowed to 
remain on tho footpaths or sidewalks af tor 
dnrki " ■ , i .•.->■• 

10. No person or persons shall iritor- 
rupt the travel of any highway by open- 
ing or excavating any portion ol tho foot- 
paths on the same without first obtaining 
consent of tho Municipal Council or the 
Street Committee on their behalf. 

17. No person shall in tho front of any 
building erect any bay window which 
shall project on tho line of a atreot. 

18. Verandahs or awnings must extend 
from tho front line of any buildings to 
tho outside edge of tho footpaths and 
shall project jSiifficiently to throw the rain 
beyond the sidewalk into tho gutter and 
bo kept free from leakage, and if oon- 
atructed of wood must be planed lumber 
of tlie following dimensions : TIio posts 
shall not be less than four inches by four 
inches and let into the curb of the foot- 
path. The front plate or girt shall not be 
le&s than, two inches by ten inches 
planks. The rafters or joists shall 
not be loss than two inches by six inches 
and shall not be placed more than six feet 
from centres. The purloins shall not bo 
less than two inches by four inclics scaut- 
ling. The flooring or roof shall be of 
tongued and grooved boards not less than 
ono inch in thickness. 

19. The covering or floor of any awn- 
ing or verandah shall not bo less than 
fourteen feet above the level of the foot- 
path. Tho cornice of tho same shall not 
nrojeci, moro than oight inches beyond the 
lino of tho footpath except by rdsbhition 
of tho Mayor and Council. 

20. Iron balconies supported by iron 
bracket* sliall not project more than throe 



feet from tho front lino of any building to 
which they aro attached. 

■^1. Areas projecting from the front of 
buildings nniit be covered over with iron 
or strong wooden gratings; the apace be- 
tween tho bars of tbo same shall not ex- 
ceed ono inch. 

22. No steps or boot scrapers shall bo 
Allowed on tho footpatha. 

23. All gates put close to any street or 
sidewalk shall open inwardly instead of 
outwardly over such fstreet or sidowalk, 
provided that one month's notice shall 
be given by the Council to parties who, at 
the time of the passing of this By-Law 
have gates opening outwardly over any 
street or sidewalk or who have verandah 
posts erected on any sidewalk, to remove, 
alter or make the same in accordance with 
this By-La\v. 

"i-l. No porsun shall throw or pile cord- 
wood, tirewood, or coal upon any paved 
or planked sidewalk, or upon any of the 
streets of tho City, or saw or split cord- 
wood or firewood theioon, so as to ob- 
struct the free use thereof, and no person 
shall stand on any such sidowalk with his 
woodaaw and horse so as to obstruct a 
froo passage for foot puaaeiigers. 

25. Hereafter no lianging or stationary 
signs, shades or awnings crossing a foot- 
path shall bo less than nine feet from tho 
lower edge of sign, shade or awning to 
tho footpath. 

20. It shall bo tho duty of tho Police 
Constables of tho City of Victoria to use 
their best endeavora to prevent any in- 
fraction of any of thq provisions of this 
By-Law and to take all necessary proceed- 
ings for bringing to punishment partiea 
guilty of any such infraction. 

27. Every occupant, and in case there 
ia no occupant, tho owner of every house, 
shop, building, lot or parrol of land 
fronting or abutting on any public street 
or streota where the sidewalks are planked 
or paved, shall sweep and keep free from 
obstruction by, snow or ice the pavement 
or sidewalk abutting on or nbont his pre- 
miaes as aforesaid. 

28. Such snow or ice to |jo comiiletely 
removed before ton o'clock in tho morn- 
ing after every fall of snow, or fall of hail 
or rain, which shall freeze on tho aide- 
walk, and in case any ice or snow shall 
be so frozen tliat it cannot be removed 
without injury to the Bidowalka or pave- 
ments, every p.uch person as aforesaid 
shall strew the same with nahes, sand, or 
other suitable substance. 

2'J. In case any building lot or parcel of 
land shall be unoccupied, and the owner 
thoreoj shall not bo i-esi'dent in the muni- 
cipality, and the snow and ice shall not 
be rcinoveil as aforcsiiid, it shall be lawful 
for the Mayor and Council to cause the 
said snow and ice to be removed at tho 
expense of tho Corporation, and all ex- 
penses so incurred shall be charged against 
the parcel uf-land iii front of which the 
saiil sidewalk or pavement shall be so 
cleared of snow^ or ice aa . aforesaid, and 
tho same may be collected in the same 
niannor aa other municipal taxes. 

30, Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any uf tho pro- 
visions or requirements of thia By-Law or 
guilty of any infraction thereof shall upon 
conviction thereof be subject to a fine of 
not 108.1 than §5 or not moro than §20. 

31. Every penalty impoaed by this By- 
Law may together with tho costs of con- 
viction be recovered inn BUinniory man- 
ner before the Mayor, Police Magistrate 
or any Justice of the Peace having juris- 
diction within the limit.s of tho City of 
Victoria and may be levied by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattels of the of- 
fender and in default of payment of such 
penalty and costs then by imprisonment 
of aueh offender for any term not exceed- 
ing one calendar month in ono of Her 
M.ajesty'a gaola. 

Thia By-Law shall bo cited as "Tlie 
Consolidated Sidewalk and Awning By- 
Law, 1881."

The learned judge reviewed 
the facta proven in an elaborate judgment, 
citing the vari.oua acta of parliament ami 
the city bylaws that boro upon the points 
at is3ueand(|UotingCanadian and American 
authorities. His lordship said that he was 
distinctly of opinion that tho corporation 
hiid tho power to impose tliia license fee 
and to enforoo its payment by the petialty 
defined. He further said that certain 
powers attacked to thia corporation aubject 
to the one great principle oveiriding all 
taxation — that it mud be uniform ami 
ciimd, bearing upon ell persom and pro- 
perties alike in proportionate ratio. Subject 
to the opinion of the full Bench, hia 
lordship was of opinion that the oonvic- 
. tion must be sustained and tho prisoner 
remanded, several points being reserved 
for tho full Bench. 

Ilegina ra. Mrs. Morgan. — This was a 
similar case to the preceding. The same 
points were raised and applied, but tho 
conviction was bad for tho i-eaaon that tho 
prisoner was termed "Mrs." Morgan. Tho 
^identification was insufficient and the con- 
viction was therefore quashed.

Scovillo then asked tho witness: "Will 
you give j'oui opinion whether such a 
letter aa that, written to a man ho did 
not know, does not indicate unsound- 
ness ?" 

" I don't think it indicates unsouiid- 
noas of mind. It aoema to mo conaiatent 
with hia character and habit through life 
of soliciting money from sources where ho 
had no reason to expect it." 

Guiteau — " i don't think so either. It 
only shows what a jackass you are, Sco- 
ville, " 

Col. Corkliill — " Your honor, if these 
intorrujitiona on tho part of the prisoner 
are to continue, I must request that the 
dock be placed in another part of the 
room." 

Scovillo, impatiently — " You can place 
it in tho cellar if you v.aut; wo won't ob- 
ject." 

Corkhill — "You can't object." 

Scoville — " Wo don't deairo to object. 
All wo aak of j'ou will bo to make your 
motion, if you have ono to make, and not 
harangue the jury aa you did yester- 
day."

It is a very good letter, 
anyway, but I don't like stopping and 
stealing private: letters and dragging them 
into court." _

pears that aome two years .ago a family 
named Taylor arrived there en route for 
Eastern Washington from California. Mrs.

The Eiotlag' in TTarsa'^'. 

London, Dec. "29. — The police have 
arrested a man named Council in coun- 
ty Cork, charged with having arms in 
a proclaimed district. A number of 
loaded revolrerg were found in his poa- 
session. It is believed he ia leader of 
a gang •who have been committing out- 
rages in Mill street the past year. Am- 
ong the documents found in his posses- 
sion was one containing a list of per- 
sons upon whom outrages were to be 
committed. The police have found a 
large quantity of rifles, bayonets and 
cartridges in the vault of tho Pro- 
testant church in Kilkiahan, county 
Clare. 

Government has opened negotiations 
with Franco, Germany and America, 
with a view of establishing an inter- 
national court to deal with outrages 
connected with kidnapping natives of 
the South Pacific. 

Secretary Forstor has contributed 
f-lOO to Vert Forster's Irish emigra- 
tion scheme for assisting farmers, ser- 
vanta and others , to emigrate to Am- 
erica. 

The Whelflii Bros, and Ryan, com- 
mitted for trial in Dublin, are charged 
with arson and felony. 

Several stands of arms and a quan- 
tity of ammunition, and a number 
of pikes were discovored near Listo- 
wel. 

Paris, i3!ec. 29. — ^^It is reported the 
cabinet will shortly be modified. 

St. Petkrsiiuro, Dec. 29. — The 
rioting at War.saw lasted throe day.s, 
during which timo many ..lews wore 
killed aiiil injured, their houses and 
shops wrecked and the Jewish quarter 
givon over to .sack. The ability of the 
authorities to restain the mob is doubt- 
ful. 

London, Dec. 28. — Reports from 
Warsaw show the damage done |n'o- 
perty during tho recent riot there is 
enormous. A portion of tlie city is 
virtually destrajed. 

Stettik, Dec. 29. — An iron corvette 
intended for the Chinese government 
lias been successfully launched here. 

London, Dec. 30. — - The Dublin 
"Freeman's Journal" regards the pow- 
ers entrusted the newly appointed nm- 
giatrates in Ireland as martial law, 
slightly modified. 

Berlin, Dec 30. — ^Tlie statement is 
denied that Hollandei', the French citi- 
zen suspected of throwing tho bomb 
which caused the death of the Czar, is 
to be surrendered to Ru.ssia. 

LoNOON, Dec. 30. — James O'Brien, 
Second .Justice of tho Court of Queen'n 
Bench, in Ireland, is dead. 

Geneva, Dec. 30. — A trial trip 
through the St. Oothard tunnel was 
highly successful. The time occupied 
in the passage of the train was 50 min- 
utes one -way and 23 the other way. 

London, Dec. 30. — Ono coasting 
steamer and ten steamers engaged in 
the Mediterranean trade aro finally 
given up as having foundered during 
the November gales. 

03tiirchos and tbeir Pastors, . 

The Queen has sent a gift of $1,000 
in aid of a new movement now in pro- 
gress for completing the capital fund 
for the augmentation of smaller livings 
for the Church of Scotland. 

A Massachusetts judge lias decided 
that the ringing of a church bell at 
five o'clock in the morning is a public 
nuisance, and if people must worship 
at that hour they should do so without 
disturbing their neighbors. 

The largest increase of Baptists since 
1870 has been in the fifteen Southern 
States, where the gain is 761,418, 
mostly among the coloure.d people. In 
the six Eastern States the gain is 1 6,- 
700 ; in the Middle' Sfa'tesi 34,803 ; in 
the Western Statos, 64,776. and in the 
Territories, 6,000. 

Tiie services of Messi'.s. Moody and 
Sunkey during their fourth week in 
Newcastle on-Tyne continued to excite 
as mucii interest as ever. Tho aggre- 
gate atiendance on one day was over 
12.000. Such is the demand for seats 
that admission to the meetings is by 
tickets, ■which, as far as possible, are 
distributed among nonchurch goers. 

This is the jubilee year of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Missionary Society. 
It proposes to raise §500,000 as a 
thank-oflFering. It has 120 misionarieti 
under appointment for tho Western 
States and Territoriesj. Of this sum, 
$200,000 is asked a an endowment 
fund for schools; $100,000 for church- 
edifice work; $50,000 for now buildings; 
leaving §150,000 for general mission- 
ary purposes. 

They have an original way of doing 
things in Utah. "Brothers," said 
President Tcy.lor in his last annual 
speech to the Mormon Convention, 
"we don't exactly knowhow tho Tcmplo 
fund stands. There is no need of 
keeping any account. There is the 
building going up right before your 
eyes, and you can all see for yourselves 
We will now sing tho 336th hymn."
